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Concluding  the  Astoria  Regatta  on  Sunday,  September  5,  will  be 
the  First  Annual  Salmon  Derby,  a  new  event  but  one  which  promises 
to  be  a  thrilling  climax  to  the  annual  water  festival. 

Between  5  A.  M.  and  5  P.  M.  on  the  Lower  Columbia  from  Tongue 
Point  to  Sand  Island,  amateur  anglers  will  set  forth  upon  the  broad 
river  in  quest  of  the  Royal  Chinook,  a  fighting  prize  for  any  fisherman 
when  hooked  with  light  tackle.  The  entry  lists  are  open  to  the  world 
upon  payment  of  a  one  dollar  fee,  all  money  to  go  as  prizes  for  the 
winners.  Entry  may  be  made  at  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

For  years  it  was  the  popular  notion  in  Astoria  that  the  Royal 
Chinook  would  not  take  a  troll  after  entering  the  river.  It  was  only  a 
few  years  ago  that  it  was  found  that  during  late  August  and  early 
September  this  king  of  all  food  fish  would  strike  a  spoon  or  other  lure. 
Since  then  sportsmen  in  increasing  numbers  have  been  testing  their 
luck  and  skill,  and  many  a  fine  fish  from  15  to  50  pounds  has  been 
landed  and  as  many  more  have  been  lost. 

Last  year  on  the  Sunday  following  the  Regatta  many  celebrants 
went  out  to  try  their  luck  and  had  a  glorious  day  of  sport.  So  success¬ 
ful  were  they  and  so  popular  the  sport  that  the  Regatta  directors  de¬ 
cided  to  make  a  Salmon  Derby  an  event  of  their  festival.  Billy  Mc¬ 
Gregor,  who  has  done  more  than  anyone  else  to  prove  this  sport  on 
tne  Columbia,  was  put  in  charge.  Commercial  fishermen,  who  are  off 
the  river  during  the  two  weeks  closed  season,  have  had  their  boats 
licensed  for  hire  and  made  a  large  number  of  them  available  for  sports¬ 
men.  These  are  regular  gillnet  boats  piloted  by  their  owners  and  will 
accommodate  three  or  four  anglers.
